Even if tender plants do survive a 
late frost they are quite likely to be 
so retarded that later and normal 
plantings will overtake them, 

In the vegetable garden, of course, 
one should never sow all seed at 
once, The experts urge spreading 
sowings over several weeks so that 
the harvest will likewise be spread 
out. In most parts of Canada one 
can go on planting beans, beets, car- 
rots, lettuce and such things every 
ten days or so from the time of ear- 
liest possible planting right up to 
July. 

Common Mistakes 


Too deep, too thick and too soon) 
are perhaps the commonest mistakes 
made in gardening when it comes to 
sowing seed, There are a few big)| 
things like tulips, gladioli or pota- 
toes that are planted anywhere from 
4 to 12 inches deep. But with the 
vast majority of seeds deep planting 
is inadvisable. The general rule is 
three times the diameter, This means| 


peas, corn and nasturtiums, but mere 
pressing in for tiny seed like that 
of lettuce, petunias, carrots, etc. 
With the very fine seed such as alys-| 
sum or poppy, all that is necessary 
is to spread and press in gently. 

The larger seed mentioned—that is) 
peas, beans, etc.—should be spaced 
at least three inches apart. This is 
not very difficult as it is easy to keep 
each indivdual seed separated, With 
the smaller carrot, lettuce or beet 
seed, or flower seed of about the) 
same size, spacing will be more diffi- 
cult. There are little gadgets on the 
market which will help spread out 
the sowing, or one can let a dribble 
trickle between thumb and finger. 
Even then, however, it is best to thin 
as soon as the plants are up to at 
least an inch apart. This will give 
room for development which all 
plants must have if they are to grow 
well. To spread out the very fine 
seed, stuff that is only about the 
size of a pinhead or smaller, it is a 
good plan before sowing to mix with 
a little fine sand or earth and sow}
